lives of its inmates. The expenses of main¬ 
taining a Pest House thus situated would not 
be near so heavy as it now is, for the folio w- 
fng reasons: 

1. Both Institutions could then be placed 


under the control of the Superintendent of 
the Poor Farm. 

2. The rough handling ttie patients are sub¬ 
jected on reaching the present site could be 
avoided. 

3. Acar could be probably obtained to carry 
ihe patients to the proposed site on the Poor 
Farm, and said ,pest House should be re¬ 
moved from the present site for the following 
reasons: 

First—Great injustice has been done to the 
citizens of said ward by retaining it there.

Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Gas 
Lighting would respectfully report that the 
contracts made with the South Side, the West 
Pittsburgh and the East End Gas Companies 
for supplying gas for the public lamps and 
public buildings, expire during the present 
month. In view of this fact your Committee 
at its first regular meeting in January direc¬ 
ted the cleric to write to the officers of the 
several companies, requesting them to make 
proposals for supplying gas for the public 
lamps at a fixed rate for each lamp for a year. 
In answer to this your committee received 
the communications which are hereto at¬ 
tached and made a part of this report. The 
rates in the proposals from the South Side 
and the West Pittsburgh Gas Companies your 
committee deemed so high in comparison 
with the price paid by other cities for lighting 
their public lamps, viz; New York 86.00 a 
lamp for four months; Allegheny $15.00 a 
lamp a year; and the further fact that pre¬ 
vious to consolidation the South Side Gas 
Company received from the Boro of Birming¬ 
ham but $15.00 a lamp a year — that your com¬ 
mittee rejected all bids and appointed sub¬ 
committees to wait upon the officials of these 
companies to see if an abatement could not 
be made in the prices proposed. Your com¬ 
mittee at a meeting held on Saturday last 
(March 9) directed its clerk to write to the 
several gasoline light companies and obtain 
proposals from them for the lighting of the 
districts now supplied by the South Side, 
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; 


West Pittsburgh and East End Gas Compa¬ 
nies, so that if reasonable terms can not be 
made with the gas companies the experiment 
of using the gasoline light may be tried. 

The prices paid to these companies during 
the past five years have been exceedingly high 
—the East End Company’s charge being 
nearer right than any of the others. The 
South Side Company averaged $41.00 a lamp a 
year, the East End $31.00, and the West Pitts¬ 
burgh $71.00, but being bound by the contracts 
nothing could be done to remedy the evil. 
The contracts having expired your committee 
would recommend that no new contract be 
entered into until a great reduction is made 
in the present and proposed prices. 

Your committee also ret urn herewith with 
an affirmative recommendation “C. C.' No. 36, 
a resolution directing the City Clerk to notify 
the East End Gas Co., that the city would not 
pay more than the Pittsburgh Gas Co’s price 
for gas used In the territory outside their 
Charter limits,” having been instructed that 
l he East End Gas Co. having passed beyond 
"he territory to which they are confined by 
1 heir charter, the city can fix the price of gas 
furnished for public lamps in the territory 
thus occupied without reference totheclause 
in the Act incorporating the Company, which 
provides that the price fixed by the City shall 
not be less than one-half the price charged 
private consumers. The Company, however, 
have the option to furnish gas at this price or 
not. 

Your committee also recommend the pas¬ 
sage of the accompanying resolutions for the 
erection of public lamps; and the resolution 
for a warrant in favor of the West Pittsburgh 
Gas Company, which is properly chargeable 
to the deficiency appropriation.

We will contract to supply the city with gas 
for street lamps as follows: from 105 to 150 
lamps $47..% per ]amp»per year, from 150 to 200 
lamps or more $42.50 per lamp per year.

This resolution was offered in Council in compliance 
with a request made by C. L. Magee, cx-City Treas¬ 
urer, who, in a letter to Council, stated substantially 
that a newspaper ariicte had been published, intimat¬ 
ing, “not charging,” that his accounts as Treasurer 
would not bear inspection, and that it, the newspaper 
statement, had received a semi-official endorsement. 
He further stated in that letter that he had accounted 
for every dollar charged against him. He further 
called attention to what he called a ‘falseand foolish 
charge,” made by R McP. Dalzell, The alleged 
“false and foolish charge,” was a sworn statement by 
Mr. Dalzell that the city had been cheated out of a 
considerable amount of moneys by the officials of the 
Treasury, through means of false and fraudulent tax 
books prepared for that purpose. 

In view of the fact that at the time the letter of the 
ex-Treasurer, stating he had accounted for every dol¬ 
lar, was read in Council, he had as has since been de¬ 
veloped, in his possession $10,000 that shoutd have 
been in and not out of the reasury ; in view, also, of 
the sworn statement of Mr. Dalzell as to the improper 
use of the city money, an investigation of the afFaits of 
the Treasury cannot well be avoided. 

To do this properly measures must be taken to go 
over a period of six years, the time the ex-Treasurer 
was in office. 

The force in the Controller's office is, I think, inad¬ 
equate to the proper performance of the duties now de¬ 
volving upon it. Therefore, l would recommend that 
the Controller be authorized to employ such additional 
help as may be necessary to make a thorough exami¬ 
nation of the affairs of the Treasurer's and Controller’s 
office in conjunction with the Committee on Claims 
and Accounts.

This table shows the 
state of this account, up to February 1st, 1877, the low¬ 
est date to which the Committee had reports. Interest 
for fifteen months since that date remains unpaid, and 
would amount, on May 1st, to about $500,000. The 
amount charged as interest, paid by the City Treas¬ 
urer, was largely paid before the closing of the first ac¬ 
count of the Commissions, and is probably included in 
their cost of construction, and this being twice charged, 
would reduce the aggregate cost probably half a mil¬ 
lion dollars.

A number of these Commissions have not closed 
their accounts, and a few of them have since February, 
1877, received additional bonds ? under the Penn Avenue 
Act. All these should be required to file their final re¬ 
port before October 1st, 1878. The above, however, is 
the nearest approximation we can arrive at, by the 
latest published statements. 

The Committee would, therefore, estimate that the 
real estate improved under the Penn Avenue Act is in¬ 
debted to the bondholders about $5,000,000, and to the 
City Treasury about $1,089,000 for interest advanced. 
The city financial officers have never recognized this 
as a debt proper 0/ Pittsburgh . The money, although 
passing through the City Treasurer's hands, has been 
credited to and charged against these Penn Avenue 
Improvements, as a fund entirely separate from the city 
finances. Your Committee approve entirely of this 
policy. The name of the city has been throughout 
used as Trustee. Even the bonds recite the name of 
street or avenue to be improved, the Commissioners 
Countersigned them, the primary fund to pay the in¬ 
debtedness was abutting lots of 120 feet in depth on 
each side of the streets and avenues improved, and in 
case of Second avenue all property found by the View¬ 
ers to be benefited even if situated a mile distant. 
The Penn Avenue Act, beyond all doubt, recognized 
this property benefited as the source from which these 
bonds were to be paid, and both abutters and bond¬ 
holders assented to this. This real estate, in its largest 
extent, does not include one-tenth 0/ the city. The 
bondholders, however, maintain that their bonds are a 
proper debt of the entire city ; that all its property, 
real and personal, is pledged for their redemption. 
Although side issues arise as to the form of the remedy, 
yet this is the main issue of Wheelan vs. City Councils, 
lately heard in our local court, and now carried to the 
Supreme Court of this State for final decision. 

Your Committee exceedingly regret the impatience 
displayed by our unfortunate bondholders. The City 
Councils had process served upon them on Monday 
evening while in session, commanding them to appear 
at next morning to show cause why a man¬ 

damus should not issue against them to enforce the 





























payment of some $5,800,000. They got their case de¬ 
cided within about thirty days, and immediately pro¬ 
ceed to Philadelphia, and insisted that the Supreme 
Court should neglect all other business and hear their 
case out of time and out of place. And now because 
all other court cases that have been pending for years 
cannot be laid aside to hear their complaints of to day, 
entered in the name of their agent, they have com¬ 
menced twenty or thirty, and it fnay be five hundred 
cases in their own names, and insist in cutting off our 
heads forthwith. We have it on the highest authority 
that on a great occasion Joshua commanded the sun to 
stand still upon Gibeon, and thou moon in the valley of 
Ajalon. And when these impatient bondholders procure 
a commission from equal authority, commanding us to 
lay our heads upon the block, perhaps we may submit; 
until then we would humbly suggest that bondholders 
are only men, and have to possess their souls in 
patience like other suitors in court, and thus admon¬ 
ished we require our attorneys to waive no privilege 
the laws and Constitution give us. 

The entire proceedings, under the Penn Avenue Act, 
do little credit to the former Councils of Pittsburgh on 
the one side, and quite as little to the bondholders on 
the other. The 25th section of that act expressly de¬ 
clared it should not go into effect until approved by 
Councils. This undoubtedly meant an approval by 
some mode by which Councils could legitimately speak, 
to wit: An Ordinance constitutionally passed. Ana 
vet this act has never to this day been approved by any 
legitimate act of Council. A simple motion of appro¬ 
val in each branch, never published or recorded, as re¬ 
quired by the Charter of said city . That Charter ex¬ 
pressly provides that all laws, ordinances, &c., not re¬ 
corded within thirty days, shall be null and void. And 
yet not one of these impatient bondholders ever took 
the pains to examine the regularity of the proceedings 
upon which his bonds rested. Had the City Councils 
been properly approached, probably these questions 
might never have been raised, but now as they insist 
upon their pound of flesh, let them have it, but not one 
drop of blood. 

1 he immediate question for Councils to consider is, 
what can be done in regard to liens already filed. 
.Something over two-thiras of the Commissions have 
made their final reports. Installments for one, two 
and three years are already due, and had not the 
Supreme Court of the State given its hasty, ill advised 
and unconsidered opinion, without having the full facts 
before it in the Seely case, the present trouble would 
scarcely have arisen. 

The Councils, before the appointment of your pre¬ 
sent Committee, had ordered the City Solicitor to pro¬ 
ceed and enforce the collection of these assessments 
already due, amounting to probably a million and a 
half of dollars. 

The Solicitor has been importuned to hold off to see 
if some arrangement could not be made that would 
save costs. 

Your Committee admit that the owners of abutting 
property charged, are gre? tly to be pitied if forced to 
pay these installments in the present state of the money 
market. But the city, as trustee, cannot interfere with 
safety. The bondholders have already commenced 
proceedings to mandamus Councils, and now, also, to 
procure judgments against the city. The City Coun¬ 
cils cannot now interfere without making the city as¬ 
sume the entire debt. A majority of the owners on 
each street petitioned for these improvements with 
full knowledge of their liability to pay the cost. Nine- 
tenths of the remainder voted for Commissions to carry 
on the work, all remained silent, seeing the work going 
on, and the heavy expenditures incurred, for six or 
seven years. 

The case of the owners of out lots in the reserve 
tract against the Allegheny Theological Seminary, de¬ 
cided about fifty years since, proclaimed the Jaw of 
Pennsylvania to be, that in such cases owners of real 
estate who remained silent, when they ought to have 
spoken out, shall not afterwards speak in court, when 


they ought to remain silent. These bonds were issued 
and money expended before the present members of 
City Councils were elected. The bondholders had 
their rights and municipal liens had attached before our 
official existence commenced. We cannot, we dare not 
now interfere. We find liens declared to be perpetual 
until paid, filed against the prope?'ty benefited. This 
real estate may be sold by the Sheriff, not once but ten 
times, until the debt is paid. The City Councils cannot 
even give time with safety, the instructions already 
given to the City Solicitor must stand. Your Commit¬ 
tee sympathizes deeply with the owners of real estate 
so charged, and even more deeply with the still more 
unfortunate bondholders. We hope the latter will see 
the necessity of giving time, and reducing to five per 
cent, the rate of interest. In that event we believe 
they will be paid in full the amount of both debt and 
interest. We hope the change in times will enable the 
owners of real estate to pay off' this debt. 

The City Councils should pledge themselves to at¬ 
tempt having the Supreme Court reconsider its vicious 
decision in tne Seely case. We willingly acquiesce in 
the doctrine of the Washington avenue and Seely cases 
that the foot front rule shall no longer be the law of the 
State in all new cases, but whenever in the past, own¬ 
ers of real estate have actively co-operated, as in the 
liidwell case, or even silently acquiesced in the expen¬ 
diture of money, as in the Theological Seminary case, 
they shall forever thereafter be estopped in the asser¬ 
tion of their alleged rights. This same Supreme Court 
has within the last twenty-five years decided probably 
a dozen municipal lien cases carried up from Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny, and thousands of municipal liens have 
been paid on the faith of these decisions. Lawyers and 
laymen had been taught to consider this the law of 
Pennsylvania. The most noted, perhaps, was Alle¬ 
gheny City against the Schenley estate. Mrs. Schen- 
ley, the real owner, was a married woman residing in 
England. The entire amount of these liens aggregated 
nearly $100,000. Much of the property was rural when 
the streets were graded and paved, yet this same Court 
affirmed the justice and constitutionality of all these 
liens. 

We have no doubt that when properly presented, all 
bonds issued on the faith of Penn avenue, will be good 
against the owners of property improved. 

The great body of owners of property charged say 
they are willing to pay for their own, if guaranteed 
against being taxed for other improvements . We there¬ 
fore recommend that Councils, by a joint resolution, 
pledge themselves to do all in their power to have the 
doctrine of the Bidwell case enforced against all abutt¬ 
ing property, whether the owner was a petitioner, or 
only stood silently by and saw the money expended in 
front of his property. 

The following abstract of assessments, shows that no 
injustice would be done thereby,

If the Councils approve the recommendations of the 
above report, the following resolutions embody its 
recommendations ;

“No refined petroleum, kerosene, naphtha, gasoline, 
benzole, or any burning fluid, be they designated by 
whatever name, the fire test of which shall be less than 
no degrees Fahrenheit, shall be sold or offered for 
sale as an illuminator for consumption within the lim¬ 
its of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania." Section 
g provides : “All benzine, naphtha, or any hydro¬ 
carbon created in the manufacture of refined oil from 
crude petroleum, or otherwise manufactured, shall be 
inspected and branded ‘benzine/ and shall not be kept 
for sale or used in any way for giving light to be 
burned in lamps.’’ 

Therefore, as the duly appointed officer of Allegheny 
county to enforce the provisions of the law quoted, I 
deem it my duty to notify Councils of the violation of 
the provisions of the enclosed act of Assembly.

The Ordinance passed by Councils November 24th, 
1873 (recorded in Ordinance Book, vol. 3, page 424, 
December 8ih, 1873}, granting the privileges therein 
contained, did so subject to the provisions, “That said 
Company shall lay their tracks and complete their road 
within one year from the date of the passage of this 
Ordinance.” 

The privileges granted have expired by limitation, 
four years ago, and without further action of Councils 
are annulled. 

Sec. 3, of saifl Ordinance, provides that the said com¬ 
pany shall use in the construction of said ?ailway, rails 
of a pattern to be approved by the City Engineer of the 
City of Pittsburgh, and shall lay the same down in the 
place and manner designated by him, &c. 

When application was made by the officer of said 
company to get stakes for grade and line by which to 
lay their tracks, I sent to the president of said com¬ 
pany a communication, a copy of which is hereto at¬ 
tached. 

The superintendent and attorney of the said com¬ 
pany called the following morning and examined the 
ordinance, acknowledging its force,and went away with 
the assurance that they would lay their tracks on the 
portion of the street then “torn up.” 

They are still at work, continuing to lay and extend 
their tracks, without any permission or sanction, and 
without ahy guide being given from this office as to the 
lines and grades to be followed. 

I have thus stated the facts for your information, that 
you may understand the case fully.

Whereas, The total amount of money received by 
the county from the granting of liquor licenses for the 
year 1878, was $92,172; of which amount the sum of 
$ y.ooo, nearly two-thirds of the whole amount, was 
collected from licenses granted to sell liquor in the city 


of Pittsburgh, from which the city does not receive 
one cent, notwithstanding the fact that a large and ex¬ 
pensive system of police is made necessary, and there¬ 
fore the city should, in all fairness, receive a large 
part of the revenues derived from this source; and, 

Whereas, The total of the county valuation for taxa¬ 
ble purposes for 1878 was $242,782,525, proportioned as 
follows : City of Pittsburgh, $123,249,521 ; city of Al¬ 
legheny, $46,340,496 ; balance of county, $73,102,508, 
which valuation, on a tax of 2^ mills, would raise the 
following amounts; City of Pittsburgh, $308 123.80 ; 
city of Allegheny, $115,85124; balance of county, 
$183,931.27. Thus showing that the city of Pittsburgh 
pays more than one-half of the entire amount of money 
derived from taxation for county purposes, and the cities 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny combined more than two- 
thirds of the total amount ; and, 

Whereas, It is very evident from the facts and figures 
above stated, that the valuations placed on city prop¬ 
erty by the County Commissioners are much nearer 
full values than those placed upon property outside of 
the city, thereby causing the taxpayers in the city to 
pay a greater proportion of the taxes than they are en¬ 
titled to pay ; and, 

Whereas, There are large amounts of money ex¬ 
pended every year by the county in building bridges 
and keeping up roads in the country districts, render¬ 
ing necessary the maintenance of an expensive Survey¬ 
ors' Department by the county from which the city 
derives no benefit, and therefore should not be com¬ 
pelled to pay towards the keeping up of the same ; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the Legislative Committee be and 
they are hereby directed to prepare and report to 
Councils a draft of an act of Assembly by which the 
city of Pittsburgh shall receive the revenue, or a fair 
proportion thereof, derived from liquor licenses in the 
city of Pittsburgh.

To the Presidents 0/the Select and Common Councils: 

Gr.vtlemin.—I t is made the duty of the Controller 
under certain circumstances to suggest plans to Coun¬ 
cils for the improvement or management of the city fi¬ 
nances. The existing circumstances are such as to de¬ 
mand the most rigid and exacting economy in every 
department of the city government compatible with 
just'ceand proper efficiency. I therefore suggest that 
the Fire Department is one that has been operated 
with much less expense than is now proposed without 
in the least detracting from its efficiency. 

The statements that have been made that it must be 
kept up to its present rate of expenditure to sustain its 
efficiency is not founded on fact, as can be demon¬ 
strated by an examination of its history in the last 
eight years. 

Another reduction that can be properly made, and 
one of which I can speak with the light of experience, 
is in the police force, which is now operated with 116 
men. I am confident that with a proper selection a 
force of 175 men will be equal to all tne demands re¬ 
quired. This suggestion points to a decrease of 51 
men. In the matter of the pay of the police I suggest 
that the present rate be continued, and that the hire 
Department be reduced to the same level. Other re¬ 
ductions in other departments will suggest themselves 
to the thoughtful Councilman, To make any proposed 
retrenchments effective at once it will be necessary for 
the appropriation ordinance to be so constructed as to 
embrace them in it. If left to future action, after the 
passage of said ordinance to be completed in separate 
ordinances in the future it would be unwise and almost 
certain to end in comparative failure.

Flinn 
was awarded certain Contracts for city work. He has 
executed his contracts, and is now claiming payment 
for the work thus performed. Under the provisions of 
the Wallace act, no officer, agent or employee of the 
city can be directly or indirectly interested in any 
contract. If the Fire Commission is a legal body, then 
Mr. Flinn’s case comes in direct conflict with s*id pro- 
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visions of ihe Wallace act, and I m*st decline to pay 
him the money involved under his contract, but if on 
the contrary the Fire Commission has no legal exist¬ 
ence, I will cheerfully pay him. I would therefore ask 
your advice upon the subject.

[Answer.] 

To Wm. C. McCarthy, Esq., City Controller; 

In answer to your inquiry of this date the following 
is submitted: 

The Legislature in the act of Assembly of 23d 
March, 1870, entitled ** An act to establish the Pitts¬ 
burgh Fire Department," in granting the power to the 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh to 44 establish, organ¬ 
ize and control a paid fire department" did noi author¬ 
ize the creation of a commission outside of the Councils 
to execute the powers then granted. The delegation 
of power is to the Councils and must be exercised 
by the Councils through appropriate channels. The 
proper subordinate agency to supervise and carry out 
details would be one of the standing committees of 
Councils. Clearly the Fire Commission never had any 
legal existence under the power conferred in said act of 
Assembly, and there is no other legislation upon the 
subject. Mr. Flinn's election as Fire Commissioner 
never had any legal force, and you can pay him the 
money which he claims without conflicting with the 
provisions of said Wallace act. Very respectfully,

Be it ordained a*d enacted , etc. % That 
for the purpose ot providing sufficient revenue to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the city, to pay the interest on 
outstanding bonds, and to discharge all other liabilities 
now dne or which may become payable during said 
year 1879, taxes shall be and are hereby levied and as¬ 
sessed upon all property and other objects of taxation, 
as follows: 

City Tax—Upon ail property taxable for State or 
County purposes, nineteen 2.to mills upon each dollar 
of valuation, except the property in said city designa¬ 
ted as rural, upon which the tax shall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property designa¬ 
ted as agricultural the tax shall be assessed at one-naif 
of said rate, and one-quarter of one mill of said city tax 
is hereby specially set apart for sinking fund pur¬ 
poses. 

Old City Special Tax—Upon ail property taxable for 
State or county purposes within the limits of the city 
of Pittsburgh, as it existed prior to the consolidation 
under the act of April, 1867, eight-tenths of one mill 
upon each dollar of valuation as a special tax for the 
separate indebtedness of said district. 

South Side Special Tax—Upon all property taxable 
for State or county purposes within the limits of the 
former borough of East Birmingham, two and one-half 
mills; Mt. Washington, one and one-tenth mills ; 
Temperanceville, three mills, and four mills to pay an¬ 
nual installments on bonds issued since consolidation 
for grading and paving Main street In said borough ; 
Birmingham, eight-tenths of a mill to redeem bonds 
and pay interest on same issued since consolidation for 
grading and paving under old borough laws. 

Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, and upon 
all articles of trade and commerce sold in said city in 
any manner, and upon the gross receipts accruing from 
the hire or use of any personal property in said city 
not herein otherwise provided for, one and one-half 
mills upon each dollar of sales or hire. 

Upon all sales of goods, wares and merchandise and 
articles of trade or commerce sold by commission mer¬ 
chants in said city, one and one-half mills upon each 
dollar of *aid sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and every per¬ 
son or firm engaged in the trade, business or occupa¬ 
tion of retailing for his, her or their benefit, vinous, fer¬ 
mented «r distilled liquors, ten mills on each dollar of 
said sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and every per¬ 
son or firm engaged in the business or occupation of 
an auctioneer, two mills upon each dollar of said sales’ 
Upon the gross commission or brokerage of all mer* 















chandise brokers, forwarding and commission mer¬ 
chants, not including commissions on sales, fifteen 
mills on each dollar of said commissions. 

Upon the average line of discounts of brokers, banks 
and banking institutions, one mill on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express companies and 
telegraph companies, three mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged in the 
business of keeping billiard tables, ten-pin alleys or 
bagatelle tables for public use, fifteen mills upon each 
dollar of said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the interest on 
bonds, and for sinking fund purposes of the sub-school 
districts in the several wards of the city of Pittsburgh, 
there shall be levied on all property taxable for State 
or county purposes, upon each dollar of valuation in 
said several wards, the tax rate affixed to each desig¬ 
nated sub-school district named in the estimate of re¬ 
ceipts in this ordinance, except the property in said 
wards designated rural, upon which the tax shall be 
assessed at two-thirds of said rate, and upon all prop¬ 
erty designated in said wards as agricultural the tax 
._*• shall be assessed at one-half of said rate.

In answer to your inquiry of this date the follow¬ 
ing is submitted : The Legislature in the act of As¬ 
sembly of 23d of March, 1870. entitled “An act to 
establish the Pittsburgh Fire Department” in grant¬ 
ing the power to the Councils of the city of Pittsburgh 
to establish, organize and control a paid Fire Depart¬ 
ment.’’ did not authorize the creation of a commission 
outside of the Councils to execute the powers thus 
granted. The delegation of power is to the Councils, 
and must be exercised by the Councils through appro¬ 
priate channels. The proper subordinate agency to 
supervise and carry out details would be one of the 
standing committees of Councils. Clearly the Fire 
Commission never had any legal existence under the 
power contained in said act of Assembly, and there is 
no other legislation upon the subject. Mr. Flinn’s 
election as Fire Commissioner therefore never bad any 
force, and you can pay him the money which he 
claims without conflicting with the provisions of said 
Wallace act.

A reduction of the police force, as now proposed, to 
175 men, will leave the city during day and early in 
the night without any police protection, or will neces¬ 
sitate the extension of the distance to be patrolled at 
night by each patrolman, which is now too large. Noth¬ 
ing but the most urgent necessity would justify the cut¬ 
ting down in numbers of the police force. The proper 
protection of life and property, justifies me instating 
there are no more officers than is actually necessary. 

The city at present, I am glad to say, is very peace¬ 
able. Burglaries are of rare occurrence, important 
breaches of the public peace seldom occur. With an in¬ 
adequate police force such as proposed, the result would 
be different. I shall cheerfully acquiesce, and do the 
best with such force as they choose to provide, but the 
responsibility will rest with them. I will add, the to¬ 
pography of our city is such that it is much harder to 
afford proper police protection than in many other 
cities, where those cities are not composed of hills and 
valleys, and have not such extent of territory as our 
city, and through our financial troubles I recognize the 
importance of retrenching in ail departments of our 
city government, I cannot, however, allow without en¬ 
tering my protest against this proposed wholesale re¬ 
duction of our constabulary force.

Gentlemen,—Your Committee on Penn Avenue In¬ 
debtedness, respectfully report as follows : 

That in pursuance of their appointment they visited 
the avenues and streets improved under the Penn ave¬ 
nue act, have examined the act itself and the decisions 
of the Supreme Court relating 10 cases arising under it, 
and beg Leave to submit some suggestions relating to 
the subject for the consideration of the committee. 
Many of the avenues, or large portions of them visited 
by your committee, were extended and constructed 
through farm lands where no necessity for the improve¬ 
ment exists, and will not be needed for many years to 
come, and it has been a matter of surprise that so little 
forethought must have been exercised by those who 
projected the improvement. In many of the cases 
your committee are of the opinion that if the property 
adjacent was sold on the lien, the city could not realize 
ten per centum of her outlay. 

On the greater portion of the avenues and streets 
visited, an ocular inspection of the land would lead to 
the opinion that the frontage would be worth the 
whole amount of the claims of the city. 

Under the decision in the Seely case, the Supreme 
Court held that the assessment by the foot front arbi¬ 
trary rule was unconstitutional, and against the bill of 
rights. In that of the city against Bidwell, the Court 
held, that notwithstanding the fact that the assessment 
by the foot front rule was against the bill of rights, still, 
if any person owning property on the avenues or streets 
petitioned for the improvement, and the improvement 
was made, that then they must pay, and their property 
be liable by the foot front assessment. 

In relation to most of the avenues a majority in in¬ 
terest petitioned, and, as your committee believe, in 
nearly all the cases a large majority voted at the elec¬ 
tion for Commissioners. The petition and ordinance 
of the Councils relating to anv street or avenue vital¬ 
ized that improvement; the election of Commissioners 
to choose the kind of pavement and to make the con¬ 
tract for the work, and to see that the same was prop¬ 
erly done was a sequence of the vitalization, and the 


question has yet to be judicially determined whethe 
an owner of property who did not petition, but who 
voted for Commissioners would be held liable or not. 
In many cases the petitions were signed by husbands 
where the property belonged to the wives, and in many 
cases the petitions were signed by personal representa¬ 
tives of married women and by guardians. 

While the assessments are made by the rule of so 
much per foot front, dividing equally the whole cost by 
the number of feet on the avenue, the lien on the city 
extends only 120 feet back from the front on the prop¬ 
erty of the petitioners, In many cases the property 
of the petitioner is not that deep ; his property is small, 
while that of his neighbor in the rear may be targe and 
yet is not liable for any portion of the assessment. 

That owners of property in districts where these im¬ 
provements have been made, but whose property does 
not front on them, say that as they did not petition and 
don’t own property on them they don't want to pay 
any taxes to meet the expense incurred. The owners 
of farms and large pieces of property on the avenues, 
who did petition, say : "We don't want to pay, ana 
can't pay the money; the sale of cur whole farm 
would not pay the assessment; we intend to pay in 
land,” in the land on which the city has its lien, a 
strip on the avenue 120 feet wide. 

It follows, therefore, that in ail cases where the owner 
of property on the avenue has done nothing to estop 
him from making his defence under the bill of rights, 
in all cases where parties were under disabilities of 
marriage or minority, and in all cases where the par¬ 
ties signing pay in land 120 feet deep, that the city has 
to pay the deficiency and^then come back on all par¬ 
ties, those on the avenue and those off, and collect her 
money back again by taxation on the assessed values. 
The bonds of the city are out for the costs of these 
avenues to more than five and one-half million dollars, 
and the interest must be paid yearly, and the question 
as to what is the best course to pursue in relation to 
the claims of the city on her liens is now of vital im¬ 
portance as to her future welfare and financial credit. 
If she sues on the liens defences of new and various 
kinds will be made, and the litigation is likely to be 
protracted and expensive. If she should be able to 
recover in all the cases she would be driven to sell the 
strip of land in nearly all the cases of large frontage, 
as in many of the most rural districts the assessments 
amount to sums of from fifty to one hundred thousand 
dollars. The sale of large numbers of strips of land 
120 feet deep would yield scarcely any return to the 
City, and ruin the value of property in the adjacent 
district, and would deprive the city of the taxation she 
now receives from the value of the lands as now as¬ 
sessed. The property on the avenues as now, and for 
the last seven years or more, has been assessed at three 
or four times the amount of that near to but not on 
them. And in case the whole amount should be col¬ 
lected by the city on a portion of any avenue, and they 
should still be compelled to pay the full proportion of 
the tax for the lost liens, the burden would be exces¬ 
sive. They can't borrow on their lands with the lien 
there, and it is a well-known fact, developed since the 
hard times came on, that nearly alt the property hold¬ 
ers are heavily in debt, with mortgages already on 
their property, and that even where the ptoperty is well 
situated the owners can’t borrow money to pay, and 
cannot pay in money. 

It seems, therefore, to your committee, and they 
would respectfully suggest, that it would be proper ana 
advisable under the circumstances to consider what 
plan would yield her the most money out of these liens, 
would be least expensive, and would soonest restore 
her credit, so that she could refund the debt at a lower 
rate of interest, and would still leave her outlying ter¬ 
ritory or districts most valuable in the assessments for 
future taxation. Suits and sales on the liens would not 
be expeditious or beneficial in results, but disastrous. 
A re-assessment according to the benefits would be 
costly, engender new complications and litigation, and 
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likely terminate in nearly the whole burden falling on 
the city at large. 

But your committee, after full consideration of the 
subject and considering the difficulties hereinbefore 
mentioned, but most especially the fact of the smallness 
of the depth of the property on which the city has a 
lien, for so great an outlay (in some cases exceeding 
$20 per front foot on each side), have been forced to the 
opinion that the city could realize a large amount of 
money’ in a much shorter time, restore her credit 
quicker and retain the value of property for future 
revenue from taxation by offering to the lien debtors a 
compromise of such a character as they in justice 
should, and by a proper effort could pay. 

We should therefore recommend that authority be 
procured from the Legislature to efie city, authorizing 
her to release the Hen of any debtor on the payment of 
such portion thereof, and in such time, with interest, as 
she may designate, and that in case of non-payment of 
such amount by the debtor she shall retain the lien for 
the whole amount thereof.

Mr. Verner, the President of the Company, claims 
that the city has been .overpaid dating various years 
past, to the amount of #4,929.93, by reason of imper- 
I fections in the Company's system of keeping accounts, 
in which no allowance had Seen made for depreciation 
in horses and cars; also, by reason of errors in returns of 
amounts in excess of actual profits, lie also claims that 
the Company has paid for repairs of the whole width 
of Penn avenue, between Clymer and Thirty-third 
streets, the sum of #4,386.00 from date of consolidation 
(1869) to and including 1877, which repairs he claims, 
and we are advised by the City Attorney, were not con¬ 
templated nor required of the Company by the ordi¬ 
nance of April 14, 1850. 

Your Committee believe that the city cannot now be 
required to compensate the Company for errors or de¬ 
fects so long past, also that the city is not legally liable 
for any repairs made by the Company in excess of the 
requirements of the ordinance, but in view of the state¬ 
ments of Mr. Verner, that some #8,121.97 have been 
paid by the C. P. Ry. Co. in excess of what was re¬ 
quired of said Company, we would recommend that no 
claim be made of said Company for the #i, 193.96 
which would otherwise be equitably due to the city.

Your Committee would therefore recommend legis¬ 
lation tthe City Attorney to prepare the same), requir¬ 
ing Councils to adjust the annual appropriation for the 
relief of the poor; requiring the City Treasurer to be 
the custodian of all moneys appropriated for that pur- 
ose, which he shall keep as other city money is now 
ept; requiring all expenditures under authority of the 
Poor Board to be made upon warrants drawn as war¬ 
rants for payment of other city expenditures are now 
drawn, viz., upon pay rolls duly certified by the Poor 
Board to the City Controller and approved by him; and 
requiring the City Attorney to act as the legal adviser

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
city of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, That for the pur¬ 
pose of providing sufficient revenue to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the city, to pay the 
interest on outstanding bonds, and to dis¬ 
charge alt other liabilities now due, or which 
may become payabfe during said year, 1878, 
taxes shall be and are hereby levied and as¬ 
sessed upon all property and other objects of 
taxa ion as follows: 

1. City Tax.—U pon all property taxable for 
State or County purposes, ten and six-tenths 
mills upon, each dollar of valuation, except 
the property in said city designated as rural, 
upon which the tax shall be assessed at two- 
thirds of said rate, and upon ail propert y des¬ 
ignated in said wards as agricultural, the tax 
shall be assessed at one-half of said rate, and 
on e-quarter of one mill of said city tax is 
hereby specially set apart for Sinking Fund 
purposes. 

2. Old City Special Tax —Upon all prop¬ 
erty taxable for State or County purposes 
within the limits of the city of Pittsburgh, as 
it existed prior to the consolidation, under 
the Act of April, 1867, eight-tenths of one 
mill upon each dollar of valuation, as a spe¬ 
cial tax for the separate indebtedness of said 
district. 

3. South Side Special Tax.— Upon all 
property taxable for State or County purpos¬ 
es within the limits or the former borough o f 
East Birmingham, two and one-half mills; 
Mount Wasuington, one mill, Temperance- 
ville, three mills, and four mills to pay annu¬ 
al installments on bouds issuedsince consoli¬ 
dation for grading and paving Main street iu 
said borough; Birmingham, one mill, to re¬ 
deem bonds and pay interest on same, issued 
since consolidation, for grading and paving 
under old borough laws. 

4. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold In said city in any manner, not herein 
otherwise provided for, one and one-half 
mills upon each dollar of sales. 

5. Upon all sales of goods, wares and mer¬ 
chandise, and articles of trade or commerce 
sold^by commission merchants in said city, 
one and one-half mills upon each dollar of 
said sales. 

6. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or Arm engaged in the trade, 
business or occupation of retailing, for his, 
her or their benefit, vinous, fermented or 
distilled liquors, ten mills on each dollar of 
said sales. 

7. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the business 
or occupation of an auctioneer, two mills up¬ 
on each dollar of said sales, 

8, Upon the gross commission or broker¬ 
age of all merchandise brokers, forwarding 
and commission merchants, not including 
commissions on sales, fifteen mills on each 
dollar cf said commissions. 

0. Upon the average line of discounts of 
brokers, banks and banking institutions, 
one mill on each dollar. 

10. Upon the gross receipts of express com¬ 
panies and teltgraph companies, three mills 
upon each dollar of said receipts. 

11. Upon the gross receipts of persons en¬ 
gaged in the business of keeping billiard ta¬ 
bles, ten pin alleys or bagatelle tables for pub- 
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lie use, fifteen mills upon each dollar of said 
receipts. 

12. That for the purpose of defraying the 
local expenses of the sub-school districts iu 
the several wards of the city of Pittsburgh, 
(except the first ward,) there shall be levied 
on all property taxable for State or County 
purposes upon each dollar of valuation in 
said several wards the tax rate affixed to 
each designated sub school district named 
in the estimate of receipts in (his ordinance, 
except the property in said wards designated 
rural, upon which the tax shall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate and upon all property 
designated in said wards as agricultural, the 
tax shall be assessed at one-haif of said rate. 

13. That the receipts from sub school dis¬ 
trict taxes heretofore assessed shall be placed 
in and added to the appropriation made for

principal of the previous loans as provided by 
an act of Assembly, the Councils shall appro- 

f u-iate such revenue to the payment of the 
nterest, and principal of the previous loans, 
as provided for by an act of Assembly, the 
Councils shall appropriate such revenue to 
the payment of the Interest and principal of 
the loan hereby authorized. Therefore, 
Section 1. Be It ordained and enacted by 
the city of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Couucils assembled, and it is hereby ordain¬ 
ed and enacted by the authorit y of the same, 
That the City Controller be and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare and Issue 
Registered Bonds, in the name of the City of 
Pittsburgh, to the amount of one hundred 
thousand dollars, iu accordance with the Act 
of Assembly as aforesaid. The proceeds of 
said loan to be used in the construction of the 
New Water Works. 

Section 2. Said bonds shall be In such de¬ 
nominations as the Finance Committee may 
direct, not less than twenty-five dollars each, 
or any multiple thereof, payable in thirty 
years from the first day of January, 1878, which 
shall be the date of said bonds, with interest 
at the rate of six per centum per annum pay¬ 
able semi annually on the first days of Janu¬ 
ary and July in each year. The princiDftl 
shall be payable at the office of the City 
Treasurer in the City of Pittsburgh, and the 
interest at said City Treasurer’s office. Said 
bonds shall be signed by the Mayor and coun¬ 
tersigned by the City Controller, and shall be 
sealed by the Mayor with the corporate seal 
of said city. The said City of Pittsburgh shall 
and does herebyagree to guarantee the pay¬ 
ment of nil taxes of this Commonwealth upon 
any and all bonds issued under the provisions 
Of this ordinance. 

Section 3. Said bonds shall be registered in 
the office of the City Treasurer, and shall be 
transferable on the books of the City Treas¬ 
urer and not otherwise. 

Section A. Said bonds shall be sold by the 
Controller and Treasurer, under the direction 
of the Finance Committee, at not less than 
par, and the said Controller and Treasurer 
shall, by such advertisements as they may 
deem proper, inserted iu ail the newspapers 
of said city, or such as they may select, invite 
proposals for the purchase of the same. 

Section 5. The City Controller shall keep a 
correct account of all bonds which may be 
issued in pnrsuance of this ordinance, and of 


all moneys received and paid for on account 
thereof, and shall cancel and file all bonds 
which may at any time be paid by the City 
Treasurer. 

Section 6. Tiiat Councils shall, annually at 
the time of the passage of the Appropriation 
Ordinance, levy a tax and set aside and 
appropriate of the proceeds of said tax the 
sum of six thousand dollars for the payment 
of the interest of said bonds, and the further 
sum of three thousand three hundred and 
thirty-three dollars and thirty-three cents as 
a sinking fund for the redemption of said 
bonds. And the City Controller shall, when¬ 
ever there is sufficlcient money jn the said 
sinking fund hereby created pay such of said 
bonds issued under the provisions of this 
ordinance, as may be presented for redemp¬ 
tion, in tlie order of their presentation.

A N ORDINANCE — To provide for the 
cleaning of the paved avenues, streets, 
lanes and alleys of the city of Pittsburgh by 
contract. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
city oi Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordain¬ 
ed and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That the City Engineer shall, for ten secular 
days next preceding the first Monday of 
every March, after the passage of this ordin¬ 
ance, advertise in the official papers of the 
city forbids or proposals for the cleaning and 
keeping olean, during the terra of one year 
from the first day of April then next follow¬ 
ing, the roadway, including gutters, sewer in¬ 
lets, sewer drops, and sewer traps, of all pub- 
licpaved avenues, streets, lanes and alleys in 
each of the several street and road districts of 
the city of Pittsburgh, except those which by 
contract or agreement between the city and 
any railroad company or street passenger 
railway company are to be kept clean oy 
such company or companies. 8ald bids or 
proposals shall be in sealed envelopes, ad¬ 
dressed to the City Engineer, and shall be de¬ 
livered to him before three o'clock r. m., of 
said first Monday in March of each year, and 
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by him returned unopened to the Street or 
Road Committee; ih© bids for several street 
districts to be handed to the Street Commit¬ 
tee, and those for the several road districts to 
the Road Committee at its next meeting 
thereafter. Separate bids or proposals shall 
be made for each street or road district, and 
each bid or proposal shall state the street or 
road district for which the bid is made, and 
the gross sum for which the bidder is wil¬ 
ling to contract for the cleaning aud keeping 
clean the roadways, Including the gutters, 
sewer inlets, sewer drops and sewer traps, of 
all the public paved avenues, streets, lanes 
and alleys in such district for the term of one 
year, and shall be accompanied by the bond 
of the bidder, with two sureties, to the city 
of Pittsburgh, In double the amount of the 
bid, conditioned for the signing of the con¬ 
tract with the city by the bidder, and for the 
faithful performance thereof by him of said 
contract if awarded to said bidder. 

Section 2. The Street and Road Committee 
shall, as soon as conveniently practicable 
after the first Monday in March in each year, 
meet and proceed to open and consider said 
bids or proposals, and shall then award the 
contracts for the cleaning aud keeping clean 
of the avenues, streets, lanes and alleys, as 
aforesaid, in each street or road district to 
the lowest responsible bidder therefor. Pro¬ 
vided,however, thaUhesaidCommitteesshall 
have the right, if they deem it for the best 
interests of the city, to reject all bids for said 
work,and to cause the same to be done by the 
SLreet and Road Commissioners a sit has been 
done heretofore; and provided further, that 
no contract shall be awarded to any bidder 
unless the bond accompanying his bid, as 
hereinbefore provided, shall have been ap¬ 
proved by the Street or Road Committee. 

SectionZ. All contracts herein provided for 
shall be printed or in writing, and sha 1 be 
signed by the City Engineer on behalf of the 
city and by the contractor, and shall not be 
valid or blndlngon thecity nntilsosigned; and 
ail such contracts shall provide for the con¬ 
tinuous and regular cleaning and removal of 
all dust, dirt, filth, rubbish, offal, carrion, 
snow and ice from all the public paved ave¬ 
nues, streets, lanes and alleys, including the 
gutters, sewer inlets, sewer drops and sewer 
traps thereof in the district contracted for, 
ana for the deposit thereof, when required 
for the use of the city, in such place or places 
shall be designated from time to time by the 
Street or Road Commissioner of such district, 
and shall be subject to all the provisions of 
this ordinance and to such rules and regula¬ 
tions as may be adopted by the Street or 
Road Committee for their several districts 
relative to such cleaning and removal. 

Section4. The Street and Road Committee 
shall adopt such rules and regulations rela¬ 
tive to the time, mode and manner of clean¬ 
ing the said avenues, streets, lanes and alleys, 
and the removal of the dirt, &c., therefrom as 
they deem advisable and proper, provided 
such rules and regulations are not inconsis¬ 
tent with the laws and ordinances of this city; 
and each of the several Street and Road Com¬ 
missioners of the city shall have the super¬ 
vision and control of the work to be done un¬ 
der the contracts aforesaid in their respec¬ 
tive districts, and it shall be their duty to see 
that the said work is properly and faithfully 
done according to the contract, and rules and 
regulations adopted by the proper commit¬ 
tee. 

Sections. If any contraetorshallatany time 
neglect to remove any dust, dirt, rubbish, 
carrion, filth, snow and ice from any pavejU | 


avenue, street, lane or alley, or from any gut¬ 
ter, sewer inlet, sewer drop or sewer irap, in 
tiie district for which has the contract, or to* 
clean the same, it shall be the duly of the 
Street < r Road Commissioner of the said dis¬ 
trict to notify him thereof, and if the said 
work is not done by such contractor 
within two days thereafter, the said Commis¬ 
sioner shall cause the same to be done at the 
expense of said contractor. 

Section 0. Ninety per centum of the contract 
price shall be paid to the contractor in twelve 
monthly installments, less the amount of the 
expenses that may have been incurred by the 
Street or Road Commissioners aB hereinbe¬ 
fore provided, which expenses shall he de¬ 
ducted from the monthly payments,and ten 
per centum of the contract price of such bal¬ 
ance thereof as may remain after the pay¬ 
ment of all expenses incurred by the Street 
or Road Commissioner as aforesaid, shall be 
paid on final settlement at the end of the term, 
lor which the contract was made, and the 
amount of all expenses Incurred by the Street 
or Road Commissioners as hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided, which shall not have been settled.for 
anffdedueted from the monthly or final pay¬ 
ments as aforesaid, or paid by the contractor, 
shall be recovered from him or his sureties. 

Section 7. The Street and Road Commission¬ 
ers of each district shall report in writing to 
the Street or Road Committee at Its first reg¬ 
ular meeting in each month the amount of 
the expenses incurred by him during the pre¬ 
ceding mouth in consequence of the neglect 
of the contractor to comply will) the terms of 
his contract, which report shall be accom¬ 
panied by a full statement of the items of such 
expenditures, and the time and place the 
work was done by him, which statement 
shall be sworn to by him, ar.d upon the ap¬

A n ORDINAL<'JS—Levying Taxes, As- 
sessing Water Kents aud making Ap¬ 
propriations for the fiscal year beginning 
February 1, 1879. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
city of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and It is hereby ordain¬ 
ed and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That for the purpose of providing sufficient 
revenue to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
city to nay the interest on outstanding bonds 
and to discharge all otlier liabilities now due 
or which may become payable during said 
year 1879 taxes shall be and are hereby levied 
and assessed upon all property and other 
objects of taxation as follows: 

City Tax —Upon all propei ty taxable forState 
or county purposes seventeen six-tenth mills 
upon each dollar of valuation except t he pro¬ 
perty in said city designated as rural, upon 
which the tax shall be assessed at two-thirds 
of said rate, end upon ail pmperty designated 
as agricultural the tax shall be assessed at 
one-half of said rate, and one-quarter of one 
mill of said city tax is hereby specially set 
apart for Sinking Fund purposes. 

Old City Special Tax —Upon all property 
taxable for State or county purposes within 
the limits ol the City of Pittsburgh as it ex¬ 
isted prior totheconsolidallon under the Act 
of April, 1867, eight-tenths of one mill upon 
each dollar of valuation as a special tax for 
the separate indebtedness of snid district. 

South Side Special Tax —Upon all property 
taxable for State or county purposes within 
the limits of the former borough of East 
Birmingham, two and one-half mills. Ml. 
Washington one and one-tenth mills. Tem- 
perauceville three mills and four mills to 
pay annual installments on bonds issued 
since consolidation for grading and paving 
Main street in said borough, Birmingham, 
eight-tenths of a mill to redeem bonds anu 
pay Interest on same issued since consolida¬ 
tion, for grading and paving under old 
borough laws. 

Upon all goods, wares and merchandise 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold In said city, in any manner, and upon 
the gross receipts accruing from the hire or 
use of any personal property in said city not 
herein otherwise provided for, one and one- 
half mills upon each dollar of sales or hire. 

Upon all sales of goods, wares and merchan¬ 
dise and articles of trade or commerce sold 
by commission merchants 111 said city, one 
and one-half mills upon each dollar of said 
sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade 
business or occupation of retailing for his, 
her or their benefit, vinous, fermented or dis¬ 
tilled liquors, ten mills on each dollar of said 
sa 1 es. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the business 
or occupation of auctioneer, two mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 


Upon the gross commission or brokerage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission merchants, not including com¬ 
missions oil sales, fifteen mills on each dollar 
of said commissions. 

Upon the average line of dlcottnfs of brok¬ 
ers, banks and banking Institutions, one 
mill on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express com¬ 
panies and telegraph companies, three Mills 
upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
In the business of keeping billiard tables, 
ten-pin alleys or bagatelle tables for public 
use, fifteen mills upon each dollar of said re¬ 
ceipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the In¬ 
terest on bonds and for sinking luud pur¬ 
poses of the sub-school districts In the sever¬ 
al wards of the City of Pittsburgh there shall 
be levied on all properly taxable for State or 
county purposes upon each dollar of valua¬ 
tion in said several wards the tax rate alfixed 
to each designated sub school district named 
in the estimate of receipts in this ordinance 
except the property in said wards designated 
rural upon which the tax shall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate and upon all property 
designated in said wards as agricultural, the 
tax shall be assessed at one-lmlf of said rate. 

Section 2. And at the above rates the Board 
of As«essors shall assess said taxes. 

Sections, The Water Assessor shall assess 
water rents by the schedule of water rents 
for the year 1878. 

Section 4, That the amount necessary to pay 
the interest on the separate indebtedness of 
the old cily the South Hide boroughs shall be 
taken from the receipts from the special taxes 
of the districts aforesaid and placed in Ap¬ 
propriation No. 1, on which warrants shall be 
drawn for alt interest accruing or accrued on 
the debts of said districts respectively. 

Section 5 That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (nfter payment of in¬ 
terest shall be paid into a sinking fund for 
the district trom which it is collected and 
shall be used for the payment of the special 
debt of said district.

A N ORRINANCE-Granting the use of 
certain streets or avenues to the Pitts¬ 
burgh and West End Passenger Railway 
Company. 

Section 1, Be it ordained and enacted by the 
city of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and It Is hereby ordain¬ 
ed and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That the consent of the city of Pittsburgh is 
hereby given the said The Pittsburgh and 
West End Passenger Railway Company, 
to enter upon, use and occupy for 
the purposes of their railway, tbe streets 
or avenues of the city of Pittsburgh here¬ 
in mentioned, and the said company Is 
hereby authorized to enter upon and lay 
down a double track railway through the 
same as follows, viz.: Commencing at the cor¬ 
ner of Fifth avenue and Liberty street, thence 
along Liberty street to Fifth street; thence 


along Fifth street to Penn avenue; thence 
down Penn avenue to Water street; thence 
along Water street to and across tbe FoJut 
bridge to Carson street; thence along Carson 
street to Main street; thence along Main 
street to Walnut street; and thence with sin¬ 
gle track, with necessary turnouts and 
switches: along Walnut street and the 
Washington turnpike, to what is known as 
the Stoue Tavern, on said pike, with the priv¬ 
ilege also of laying a branch southwardly on 
Carson street, from the southerly end of said 
Point bridge to Monongahela bridge, by a 
single or double track, with the necessary 
sidings, turnouts or switches; and the said 
company shall have the privilege of travers¬ 
ing said streets or avenues with their cars 
and horses, subject to such rules and filia¬ 
tions of the said city respecting said streets 
which may not conflict with said Company’s 
charter, as Councils may from time to time 
enact. 

Section 2. The consent of Councils granted 
in the preceding section Is granted upon the 
following conditions, widen conditions the 
said Passenger Railway Company shall enter 
into a contract with the city faithfully to 
observe, viz: 

Fbst—To use in the construction of said 
railway track or tracks, rails of a pattern to 
be approved by the City Engineer and the 
Committee on Btreeta, and the tracks shall be 
of the same gauge as those now used by the 
Citizens Passenger Railway Company, and 
the same shall be laid under the supervision 
of and in the manner and places designated 
by the City Engineer. 

Second—Said company shall not use loco¬ 
motives or steam power for the purpose of 
hauling their cars within or upon the right of 
way hereby granted. 

Third—Said company hereby agree to keep 
in repair that portion of said streets or 
avenues through which the said road may 
pass, In good repair between the tracks 
and one foot outside of the same, with tills 
reservation, that that portion of the route 
of said company now paved with wooden 
blocks and almost totally gone shall not be 
required to be repaved by said company, but 
when the same shall be repaved by the city 
the said company will th nceforth keep the 
same as herein provided in repair. 

Fourth—The construction of said ratlwaj 
shall be commenced within sixty days, and 
finished within six mouths from the passage 
of this ordinance. 

Fifth—That said company shall not charge 
for passengers carried on their road higher or 
greater fares than those now charged for pas¬ 
sengers by the Citizens Passenger Railway 
Company. 

Sixth—That said Company shall pay Into 
the City Treasury, for tne use of the city com¬ 
mencing after five years from the passage of 
this ordfnance.and at the same date annually 
thereafter the sum of twenty dollars for each 
car run over said road; but this shall not 
be held to apply to cars used on extraordinary 
occasions, such as holidays and fair days, or 
to cars reserved for use iu case of accident or 
damage to others.
